21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  enact  the  following  Or- 
dinance: Ordinance  to  aid  Enforcement  of  Building  code. 

1)  PURPOSE. 

As  the  existing  means  of  enforcing  the  Building  Code 
are  insufficient  to  deter  the  construction  of  buildings 
and  placement  of  mobile  homes  for  which  no  permits 
have  been  issued,  it  is  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this 
Ordinance  to  provide  additional  penalties  for  non- 
compliance with  the  permit  requirements  of  the 
Building  Code  of  the  Town.  Such  penalties  are 
necessary  so  that  the  structures  and  mobile  homes 
located  in  the  town  meet  the  minimum  requirements 
for  health  and  safety  as  set  forth  in  our  Building  Code. 

2)  GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

a.  No  structure  shall  be  erected  or  mobile  home  posi- 
tioned on  any  land  within  the  Town  of  Deerfield 
without  the  owner's  having  first  obtained  from  the 
Building  Inspector  all  permits  as  may  be  required  by 
the  Building  Code  of  the  town. 

b.  Violation  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  a  misdemeanor 
punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $100.  Each  day 
such  violation  is  allowed  to  continue  shall  constitute  a 
separate  offense. 

3)  ENFORCEMENT. 

Upon  receiving  well-founded  information  of  violations, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  direct  the  Chief  of  Police 
to  enforce  this  Ordinance  through  the  issuance  of  cita- 
tions to  the  owners  of  the  structures  or  mobile  homes. 
Prosecutions  for  violations  shall  be  in  Auburn  District 
Court. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  enact  the  following 
Ordinance:  Ordinance  to  Regulate  Number  of  Building 
Permits. 

1)    PURPOSE. 

This  Ordinance  is  enacted  pursuant  to  the  police  power 
of  the  Town  of  Deerfield  to  regulate  for  the  preserva- 
tion and  protection  of  the  public  health,  welfare  and 
safety.  The  purpose  and  intent  of  this  Ordinance  is  to 
regulate  the  pace  of  growth  of  the  Town  so  as  to  en- 
sure orderly  growth  at  a  rate  consistent  with  the 
physical  and  financial  capabilities  of  the  Town.  The  fur- 
ther purpose  of  this  Ordinance  is  to  plan  for  growth 
and  expansion  to  avoid  sudden  overburdening  of  our 
schools,  police  and  fire  departments,  and  taxpayers. 


2)    GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

a.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  issue  residential 
building  permits  and  permits  for  the  placement  of 
mobile  homes  only  upon  application  by  the  record 
owner  of  the  land  involved. 

b.  The  number  of  residential  building  permits  and  per- 
mits for  the  placement  of  mobile  homes  which  may  be 
issued  in  any  calendar  year  shall  be  limited  to  the 
following: 

(1)  A  record  holder  of  10  or  less  acres  in  the  Town  of 
Deerfield  may  obtain  one  permit  per  calendar 
year. 

(2)  A  record  holder  of  more  than  10  but  less  than  25 
acres  in  the  Town  may  obtain  two  permits  per 
calendar  year. 

(3)  A  record  holder  of  more  than  25  but  less  than  50 
acres  in  the  Town  may  obtain  three  permits  per 
calendar  year. 

(4)  A  record  holder  of  50  or  more  acres  in  the  Town 
may  obtain  four  permits  per  calendar  year. 

c.  Building  permits  and  permits  for  the  placement  of 
mobile  homes  shall  expire  if  unexercised  within  six  (6) 
months  of  the  date  of  issuance. 

d.  This  Ordinance  applies  only  to  new  residential  con- 
struction and  has  no  application  to  the  issuance  of  per- 
mits for  construction  of  commercial  facilities  or  to  per- 
mits for  reconstructing  buildings  damaged  by  fire  or 
other  causes. 

3.  DEFINITIONS. 

a.  "Mobile  Home"  means  a  detached  dwelling  unit 
designed  for  transportation  after  fabrication  on 
highways  on  wheels,  flatbed,  or  other  trailer,  and 
which,  upon  arrival  at'a  prepared  site  where  it  is  to  be 
occupied  as  a  dwelling,  is  complete  and  ready  for  an 
assembly  operation,  location  on  a  temporary  or  perma- 
nent foundation,  and  connection  to  utilities.  However, 
no  permit  shall  be  issued  for  any  mobile  home  which 
does  not  carry  a  seal  certifying  that  the  standards  of 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment for  mobile  homes  have  been  met. 

b.  "Record  holder"  means  that  person  or  entity  who 
owns  the  land  for  which  a  permit  is  sought  at  the  time 
of  application;  ownership  to  be  established  by  a  deed 
recorded  at  the  Rockingham  County  Registry  of  Deeds 
prior  to  the  filing  of  an  application  for  a  permit. 

4.  ENFORCEMENT. 

Any  person  who,  through  any  means  whatsoever,  ob- 
tains more  than  the  number  of  permits  to  which  he  is 
entitled  in  any  one  calendar  year  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
violation  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $100  and  such 
illegally  obtained  permits  shall  be  void. 

5.  CONFLICTING  PROVISIONS. 

Whenever  it  appears  that  the  provisions  of  the  Or- 
dinance differ  from  or  conflict  with  those  of  any  other 
ordinance,  statute  or  regulation,  that  provision  which 
imposes  the  greater  restriction  or  higher  standard 
shall  govern. 

6.  SEPARABILITY. 

In  any  section,  clause,  provision,  portion  or  phrase  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  or  unconstitu- 
tional by  any  court  or  other  competent  authority,  such 
holding  shall  not  affect,  impair  or  invalidate  any  other 
portion  of  this  Ordinance. 

7.  EFFECTIVE  DATE. 

This  Ordinance  shall  become  effective  upon  adoption 
by  the  Town.  For  purposes  of  enforcement  during  the 
first  calendar  year  in  which  this  Ordinance  is  in  effect, 
all  residential  building  permits  and  permits  for  the 
placement  of  mobile  homes  issued  prior  to  the  effective 


date  shall  be  taken  into  account  in  determining  the 
maximum  number  of  such  permits  which  may  be  issued 
in  that  calendar  year  to  any  one  person.  In  addition, 
persons  to  whom  such  permits  were  issued  shall  be  en- 
titled to  only  the  number  of  permits,  including  those 
issued  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance,  as 
set  out  in  this  Ordinance;  but  no  person  to  whom  more 
than  the  maximum  number  of  such  permits  were 
issued  shall  be  subject  to  any  penalties  under  this  Or- 
dinance solely  because  he  had  obtained  more  than  his 
maximum  number  of  permits  prior  to  the  effective 
date. 
23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  apply  for,  receive,  contract  for,  accept  from  and 
spend  any  and  all  money  made  available  to  the  Town  by  any 
State  or  Federal  agency.

SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT 

The  19778-79  school  year  has  been  a  year  of  excitement  and 
challenge  to  the  present  Board.  Many  difficult  problems  have 
come  forth  this  year  namely  in  the  areas  of  Special  Education, 
salary  studies,  energy  conservation,  teacher  negotiations,  accoun- 
tability, and  in  budgeting  with  such  inflationary  costs  as  we  all  are 
being  faced  with. 

Special  thanks  go  to  the  Educational  Growth  Committee  com- 
posed of  Joe  Brown,  Bob  McGowan,  Kathy  Berglund,  Jim 
Degnan,  Carolyn  Hill,  Lucy  Myers,  Charles  Chretian,  Suzie  Sher- 
burne, Cindy  Tomilson,  Carol  Tordoff  and  chaired  by  Judy 
Bush.  Another  committee,  the  Salary  Study  Committee  was  made 
up  of  Robin  Talkowski,  Chris  Winslow,  Judith  Raskin,  Linda 
Tuttle,  Paula  Amazeen,  George  Menard,  and  chaired  by  Jon 
Winslow.  Both  of  these  committees  have  and  we  hope  will  con- 
tinue to  be  of  temendous  support  to  the  Board. 

Special  Education  dictated  by  Federal  Law  94-142,  has  seen  a 
jump  in  our  budget  from$17,342.00in  1977  to  a  projected  cost  of 
$64,105.  in  the  1979-80  school  year.  The  school  district  is  respon- 
sible for  two  times  the  State  average  tuition  with  the  State  picking 
up  the  balance.  To  further  the  example;  for  the  school  year 
1978-79  we  presently  have  sixteen  youngsters  attending  Special 
Education  classes  out  of  the  District.  The  total  cost  for  tuition  and 


transportation  is  $54,992.00.  Deerfield  is  liable  for  two  times  the 
state  average  per  student  which  amounts  to  $35,008.  and  the  State 
pays  $19,984.  for  a  total  of  $54,992.  Thus  our  costs  have  doubled 
in  one  year.  Altogether,  we  have  fifty-six  students  in  Special 
Education  training  in  one  degree  or  another. 

After  many  days  and  countless  hours  the  Board  and  a  commit- 
tee representing  the  teachers  have  arrived  at  a  two  year  agreement 
covering  salaries,  fringe  benefits,  and  statements  on  policy. 
Copies  of  the  new  salary  schedules  are  shown  in  the  Town  Report. 

At  present  the  Supervisory  Union  in  conjunction  with  the 
Districts  and  the  teachers  are  in  progress  of  putting  together  an 
AccountabiUty  Program  which  will  enable  us  to  see  at  what  educa- 
tional level  our  youngsters  are  in  comparison  to  other  school 
districts  in  the  state. 

This  year  our  budget  increase  asked  for  by  the  Board  amounts 
to  approximately  a  ten  per  cent  increase  over  last  years  budget. 
Basically  the  areas  of  large  increases  over  and  above  the  fixed 
charge  are  in  the  areas  of  Special  Ed.,  bussing,  salaries  and  high 
school  student  tuitions.  Hopefully  with  the  advent  of  our  two  year 
salary  contract  we  will  be  able  to  bring  this  percentage  down 
drastically  in  the  year  1980-81. 

Finally,  the  Bocu^d  thanks  our  professional  and  supporting  staff 
for  a  very  enlightening  and  rewarding  school  year.  Our  thanks 
also  go  to  the  many  volunteers  who  gave  of  their  own  free  time, 
the  P.T.O.  for  its  help,  the  M.B.C.  for  its  guidance  in  putting 
together  our  final  budget  and  finally  the  parents  who  have  helped 
to  give  our  students  as  good  an  educational  program  as  our  tax 
dollars  can  afford.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  year  1 978  saw  the  Town  of  Deerfield  addressing  a  number 
of  significant  issues  and  problems.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  committees  and  boards 
who  during  the  year  donated  many  hours  assisting  in  town 
government  and  working  on  special  projects. 

As  authorized  at  Town  Meeting  1978,  the  Road  Agent  con- 
ducted a  special  Road  surfacing  Project  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Selectmen.  The  project  resulted  in  the  re-surfacing  of  8.9 
miles  of  roads.  The  Board  proposes  to  continue  this  project  in 
1979. 

The  new  Sanitary  Landfill  opened  in  October  of  last  year, 
and  is  operating  satisfactorily.  Disposal  costs  during  the  last 
three  months  of  1978  were  approximately  $10  per  ton,  and  the 
Board  feels  it  can  operate  at  the  same  cost  during  1979. 

Three  committees  appointed  by  the  Board  worked  on  special 
projects  during  the  year.  The  Board  has  adopted  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  Wage  Study  Committee,  and  the  work  of  the 
Municipal  Records  Committee  has  resulted  in  a  Warrant  Article 
for  the  voters'  consideration.  The  work  of  the  Office  Space 
Committee  will  continue  into  1979. 

The  Master  Plan  Project  is  rapidly  drawing  to  a  conclusion 
under  the  guidance  of  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee.  The 
Plan,  which  is  being  80%  funded  by  a  grant  from  the  State  Of- 
fice of  Comprehensive  Planning,  should  be  completed  and 
ready  for  the  Planning  Board's  consideration  by  late  March. 
The  Plan  will  be  the  result  of  input  by  townspeople,  department 
heads,  and  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  working  with  Mr. 
Arthur  Sullivan  of  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning 
Commission,  and  will  provide  a  foundation  from  which  the 
Town  can  legally  and  rationally  guide  its  growth  in  the  future. 

The  Town  currently  has  an  application  pending  to  have  the 
Town  Hall  placed  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  places. 
National  Register  status  will  make  the  Town  Hall  eligible  for 
federal  historic  preservation  funding  through  Department  of  In- 
terior programs.  In  anticipation  of  future  historic  preservation 
grant  applications,  the  Board  has  applied  for  and  received  a 
50%  matching  grant  from  the  National  Trust  for  Historic 
Preservation  to  employ  the  services  of  a  professional  consultant 
to  evaluate  the  structure  and  make  recommendations  for  preser- 
ving this  unique  building.  This  grant  appears  as  an  article  in  the 
Warrant. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  recognizes,  as  do  most  townspeople, 
that  the  problems  facing  local  government  are  becoming  more 
complex  each  year.  Deerfield  can  look  forward  to  coming  years 
with  confidence,  however,  as  the  progress  made  during  1978  is  a 
clear  indication  of  what  can  be  achieved  when  residents  are  will- 
ing to  participate  in  efforts  to  solve  the  problems  facing  the  com- 
munity.

MUNICIPAL  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 
ANNUAL  REPORT  •  1978 

The  Municipal  Budget  Committee  has  considered  the  re- 
quests of  the  School  Board  and  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
listened  to  citizen  comments  at  the  Budget  Open  Hearings  and 
prepared  two  budgets  which  we  feel  satisfy  the  best  interests  of 
the  School  District  and  Town. 

Citizen  participation  is  critical  to  the  budget  process.  In  recent 
years  it  has  diminished.  To  counteract  this  trend,  the  Municipal 
Budget  Committee  undertook  a  vigorous  campaign  to  increase 
public  awareness  of  meetings  and  Open  Hearings. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  develop  a  long  range  plan  (5-10 
yrs)  for  capital  needs  -  fire  House,  schools,  roads,  recreation 
areas,  equipment,  office/work  space,  and  personnel.  This 
would  permit  the  establishment  of  capital  reserves  which  would 
build  in  anticipation  of  these  expenses. 

We  recommend  that  the  School  Board  ascertain  when  the 
capacity  of  the  school  will  be  exceeded,  consider  the  possible 
solutions  (i.e.  new  school,  split  session,  12  months  school,  etc.) 
and  initiate  any  possible  actions  to  prepare  the  Town  for  this 
eventuality. 

We  recommend  that  the  Selectmen  develop  a  more  realistic 
system  of  building  permit  fees  which  is  comparable  with  adjoin- 
ing towns  and  covers  the  Town's  cost  of  issueing  building  per- 
mits and  inspecting  buildings.  Consideration  should  also  be 
given  to  establishing  a  fee  system  for  septic  system  inspection  by 
the  Town  Health  Officer. 

We  suggest  that  the  Town  Information  book  distributed  in 
1976  be  further  expanded  to  include  a  codification  of  all  by- 
laws, ordinances  and  resolutions  now  in  effect.

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REPORT  OF  OISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF  AND  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a 
forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is  recogniz- 
ed as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state 
and  local  community  governments  have  worked  together  to  pre- 
vent and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy 
wardens  are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to 
work  with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  ef- 
fort. State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire 
suppression  costs  incurred  by  local  fire  organizations,  within 
pay  rates  established  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  State  funds 
matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  sup- 
press forest  fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire 
prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow,  is  permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit 
from  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning  , 
without  a  permit  when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor 
punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  $  1 ,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year 
or  both.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  DOARD 

The  Planning  Board  held  twelve  public  hearings  on  Minor  Sub- 
divisions this  year.  Eleven  were  given  approvals,  one  was  denied. 
These  approvals  created  38  lots  involving  1,096  acres.  Two  re- 
hearings  were  held  after  all  correct  abutters  were  not  notified  the 
first  time.  All  mail  to  abutters  must  be  sent  return  receipt  re- 
quested. The  cost  of  this  mail  is  $1 .40  per  abutter;  the  price  is  set 
by  the  Post  Office.  The  fee  for  an  application  was  changed  from 
$5.00  to  $10.00 

The  Planning  Board  was  elected  for  the  first  time  this  year.  Lin- 
da Tuttle  was  elected  for  3  yrs.,  John  Brinkler  for  2  yrs.,  Lucy 
Myers  and  Fred  McGarry  for  1  yr.  each.  Phil  Bilodeau  was  ap- 
pointed as  an  alternate  member.  Roger  King  is  an  alternate  for 
Jack  Sherburne. 

The  Planning  Board  took  the  Building  Inspector  before  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  for  voidance  of  a  building  permit  given  out 
before  all  requirements  were  met. 

The  Board  held  two  public  hearings  on  articles  for  Town 
Meeting.  A  growth  petition  presented  to  the  Board  by  Townspeo- 
ple; BOCA  -  a  national  code  for  building,  electricity  and  plumb- 
ing and  changing  frontage  from  200  to  50  ft.  All  articles  were 
voted  down. 

The  Board  inspected  the  road  work  of  Pleasant  Hill  owned  by 
Richard  Clark;  50%  of  this  road  is  done.  This  road  should  be 
finished  by  June  and  a  Mountain  Road  subdivisions  are  major 
subdivisions  adding  43  new  lots  to  the  town. 

The  Board  also  checked  other  sites  being  considered  for  sub- 
division.

Rural  District  Health  Report  1978 

During  the  past  year  the  Rural  District  Health  Council  has 
seen  an  increase  in  services  provided  by  the  Council.  As  the 
Federal  Government  studies  the  cost  of  health  care,  there  is  in- 
creased interest  in  home  care  and  preventive  medicine,  as 
methods  of  reducing  costs  and  improving  health  services.  The 
Rural  District  Health  Council  continues  to  qualify  as  a  certified 
home  health  agency,  implementing  procedures  to  continue  to 
provide  quality  care. 

The  agency  supported  the  Referral  Coordinator  at  Frisbie 
Memorial  Hospital  for  four  years;  with  the  increase  in  service 
and  cost  of  the  program,  the  agency  looked  to  other  sources  for 
financial  help.  In  February  of  1978  the  hospital  agreed  to  reim- 
burse the  agency  for  this  program.  Mrs.  Marie  Dexter,  R.N., 
continues  to  fill  this  position. 

The  agency's  priority  is  the  care  of  the  sick  services,  provided 
in  the  home. 

The  staff  conducts  Adult  Health  Screening  clinics  on 
Wednesday.  The  first  and  third  Wednesdays  it  is  held  in  Farm- 
ington.  The  second  in  Northwood,  the  fourth  in  Milton.  For  a 
better  provision  of  services  the  program  has  changed  its 
schedule  and  is  providing  the  service  twice  a  month  in  Farm- 
ington.  This  program  cares  for  a  great  number  of  patients. 
There  have  been  595  patients  seen,  with  174  new  patients  enroll- 
ed with  52  direct  referrals  made. 


The  staff  also  participates  in  the  after  care  program  in 
cooperation  with  the  Strafford  Guidance  Center  and  Seacoast 
Counseling  Center. 

The  council  continues  Home  Health  Aides  Services  through 
the  contact  with  the  Strafford  County  Home  Maker,  Health 
Aide  Association,  and  the  Portsmouth  Area  Home  Maker 
Home  Health  Aide  Association  covering  Rockingham  County 
Towns.  The  agency  also  employs  two  Home  Health  Aides,  Gail 
LaRosa  and  Renee'  Wormell.  This  enables  the  council  to  better 
utilize  the  professional  staff  while  continuing  to  provide  quality 
care.    - 

The  Child  Health  Program  has  once  again  seen  as  increase  in 
service.  Miss  Arlene  Thorne,  R.N.,  coordinator  of  the  program 
remains  on  the  State  Child  HeaUh  Conference  Committee. 
Because  of  the  added  case  load  it  was  necessary  to  have  addi- 
tional help.  In  August  of  1978,  Mrs.  Paula  Davis,  R.N.  was 
employed  to  work  within  this  program  and  also  to  act  as  coor- 
dinator of  the  Elderly  Health  Screening  Program. 

The  child  Health  Program  offers  physical  examinations,  im- 
munizations, teaching  and  counseling  for  ages  0-6  years  with  an 
enrollment  of  842  children.  It  also  provides  a  Dental  program 
which  includes  cleaning  and  fiouride  treatment  twice  a  year, 
with  referrals  to  local  Dentists  for  follow-up  care  when  needed. 
This  program  provided  service  to  5 1 3  children  3-6  years  with  1 63 
referrals  to  local  Dentists.  Home  visits  are  provided  when 
necessary  to  assure  continuity  of  care.  This  is  funded  in  part  by 
theU.S.Dept.ofHeahh  Education  and  Welfare,  N.H.  Division 
of  Public  Health,  Bureau  of  Maternal  and  Child  Health  grant 
and  the  Rural  District  Health  Council. 

This  year  the  agency  has  opened  its  clinics  to  school  children  to 
make  it  possible  for  the  schools  to  raise  the  level  of  immunity 
within  the  school  age  child. 

The  agency  is  providing  the  medical  component  to  the  Sup- 
plemental Food  and  Nutrition  Education  Program  for  Women, 
Infants,  and  Children,  (WIC)  in  conjunction  with  the  Strafford 
County  Prenatal  Family  Planning  Program,  Inc.  The  program 
provided  service  to  225  children  from  ages  0-5  years.  The  food 
Includes,  formula,  dairy  products,  fruit  juices  and  cereals. 

Transportation  being  a  factor  in  the  areas  covered  by  the 
agency,  the  council  offers  space  to  the  Strafford  County 
Prenatal  and  Family  Planning  Clinic  to  hold  a  satellite  program 
for  family  planning  once  a  month. 

The  agency's  dedicated  staff  is  Mary  Timmons,  R.N., 
Suprevisor,  Arlene  Thorne,  R.N.,  Paula  Davis,  R.N.,  Marie 
Dexter,  R.N.,  Barbara  Drew,  R.N.,  Myrtle  Walsh,  R.N., 
JoAnn  Pearson,  R.N.,  BSN,  Betty  Coons,  R.N.,  Alice  Ziegra, 
R.N.,  BSN  Gail  LaRosa,  Renee  WormeU,  Carl  SchoU  RPT, 
Eleanor  Eaton  and  Junellen  Chase. 

With  the  increased  cost  of  the  home  visit  the  council  feels  it  is 
more  realistic  to  increase  the  charged  per  visit  for  the  care  of  the 
sick.  The  agency  continues  to  feel  that  patients  who  are  not 
covered  by  insurance  are  not  expected  to  pay  the  full  charge.  The 
council  provides  services  to  any  one  regardless  of  ability  to  pay. 
This  allows  the  per  capita  request  to  remain  at  $1 .50,  from  each 
town. 

During  the  past  year  the  council  has  made  145  skilled  nursing 
visits,  102  Home  Health  Aide  visits,  106  Physical  Therapy  visits, 
75  Child  Health  Visits,  and  82  children  have  attended  the  Child 
Health  Clinic.

Conservation  -  "Preserving  a  quality  of  life  in  our 
community."  In  the  short  decade  since  the  Town  Conservation 
Commissions  have  been  in  existence  in  New  Hampshire,  most,  in- 
cluding Deerfield,  have  kept  to  that  goal.  Rather  than  just  plan- 
ning trees  in  the  Common  or  trying  to  turn  their  towns  into  one 
vast  greenbelt,  they  are  working  to  preserve  those  qualities  that 
made  their  town  a  nice  place  to  live  in.  This  means  working  with 
the  Selectmen  emd  other  town  organizations,  most  of  whom  are 
citizen-volunteers  like  themselves,  to  achieve  this  goal. 

Preserving  natural  and  historic  resources  that  could  easily  be 
lost  forever  in  an  area  such  as  Rockingham  County  that  is  one  of 
the  fastest  growing  regions  in  the  United  States  is  a  formidable 
task.  All  of  us  have  to  work  together  if  we  are  to  preserve  our  com- 
munity heritage. 

What  are  those  areas  of  prime  concern  to  the  Conservation 
Commission?  They  are  along  our  rivers  and  wetlands,  the  steep 
slopes  of  our  mountains,  buildings  of  historic  value,  our  lakes  and 
other  areas  that  should  be  set  aside  for  the  multiple-use  of  the 
town.  A  good  example  of  this  multiple-use  area  is  the  Lindsay 
Woods,  across  from  the  Geo.  B.  White  School.  Close  to  the  road 
is  an  excellent  athletic  field.  Immediately  beyond  is  the  nature  trail 
and  outdoor  living  laboratory;  and  further  in  is  an  area  devoted  to 
wildhfe  and  a  more  natural  environment.  The  McNeil  Woods  are 
in  a  more  remote  area  of  town  and  has  been  managed  to  improve 
the  forest  and  wildlife  potential. 

There  are  three  basic  ways  to  set  aside  land  for  use  by  the  town, 
whether  for  education,  recreation,  service  or  conservation.  They 
are:  donation  outright  to  the  town,  purchase  of  land  by  the  town 
(using  matching  funds  wherever  possible  to  stretch  our  local  tax 
dollars)  and  a  third  method.  This  involves  the  Conservation 
Agreement  whereby  the  land  is  retained  in  private  ownership,  but 
development  rights  are  curtailed  to  preserve  an  area  such  as  along 
a  river  or  to  insure  some  open  space  is  saved.  In  Deerfield,  there  is 
a  fourth  method  that  requires  a  major  developer  to  give  a  percent 
of  the  developed  land  to  the  town  under  the  direction  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board.  The  Conservation  Commission  has  been  working 
more  closely  with  the  Planning  Board  and  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department  in  this  area.  The  town  is  also  in  the  midst  of  for- 
mulating a  master  plan  for  growth. 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  tasked,  by  the  enabling 
statute,  to  inventory  and  update  the  natural  and  historic  areas  in 
the  town,  including  open  space  areas.  Incidentally,  the  open  space 
areas  can  include  farmland  which  should  remain  in  private  owner- 
ship. We  are  also  required  to.  examine  and  report  on  applications 
for  dredge  and  fill  within  the  town.  Over  twelve  of  these  apphca- 
tions  were  processed  last  year. 

Any  intelUgent  approach  to  conservation  requires  that  the  peo- 
ple affected  be  well-informed  on  the  issues  and  facts.  In  this 
regard,  the  Conservation  Commission  is  sponsoring,  along  with 
other  agencies  to  keep  our  costs  down,  a  series  of  seminars  and 
open  discussion  forums  on  property  rights,  land  use  and  other 
facets  of  conservation.  We  are  also  hoping  to  sponsor  with  locally 
interested  groups,  a  student  and  a  teacher  from  our  school  system 
to  one  of  the  Conservation  Workshops  of  the  Society  for  the  Pro- 
tection of  New  Hampshire  Forests.  We  are  additionally  the  reci- 
pient of  several  Federal  and  State  pubUcations  and  bulletins  which 
will  be  indexed  and  turned  over  to  the  Town  Library.  As  members 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Association  of  Conservation  Commis- 
sions, we  are  kept  informed  on  what  is  happening  throughout  the 
state  and  those  resources  available  to  the  towns  in  the  conserva- 
tion area. 

Working  together,  we  can  preserve  the  quality  of  life  in  our 
community.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER 

A  total  of  27  sewage  disposal  systems  were  installed  and  ap- 
proved in  1978,  two  of  which  were  approved  by  State  inspectors 
at  my  request.  Of  the  systems  installed,  20  were  for  new  homes, 
one  was  for  a  new  private  school,  and  five  were  replacement 
sewage  systems.  A  total  of  47  plans  were  received  for  sewage 
systems  proposed  for  construction. 

Seven  complaints  were  received  and  investigated.  These  rang- 
ed from  dead  farm  animals  to  odors  on  Northwood  Lake.  Two 
of  the  complaints  required  the  issuance  of  orders  for  their  cor- 
rection. 

At  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  I  obtained  warrants  to  fur- 
ther investigate  two  complaints.  The  first  was  regarding  a 
mobile  home  being  used  as  a  dweUing  without  proper  sanitary 
facilities.  The  second  was  for  the  inspection  of  a  house  which 
was  alleged  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Both  otthese  cases 
have  been  taken  over  by  Town  Counsel. 

As  requested  by  the  Town  Counsel,  I  appeared  in  Rock- 
ingham Superior  Court  and  Auburn  District  Court  to  testify  in 
two  separate  cases. 

As  previously  mentioned,  one  complaint  involved  odors  from 
Northwood  Lake.  In  early  July,  there  were  reports  of  offensive 
odors  originating  from  the  Lake.  At  first,  it  was  thought  that 
this  was  due  to  swamp  gas,  an  occasional  occurance  in  some  por- 
tions of  the  Lake.  However,  when  investigated,  the  odors  ap- 
peared to  be  prevalent  in  a  large  area.  When  a  sample  of  the 
water  was  analysed  by  both  the  Water  Supply  and  Pollution 
Control  Commission  and  the  water  lab  at  UNH,  it  was  found 
that  the  odor  was  caused  by  a  rare  form  of  algae.  This  algae 
originated  in  a  private  used  by  exotic  birds.  This  pond,  located  in 
Northwood,  drained  directly  into  the  Lake.  In  July  and  again  in 
August  the  water  was  treated  by  the  State  with  copper  sulfate. 
This  action  significantly  reduced  the  algae  problem.  Fortunate- 
ly, Pleasant  Lake  was  unaffected. 

The  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  has 
ordered  the  owner  of  the  duck  pond  to  stop  discharging  the  ef- 
fluent into  Northwood  Lake. 

Other  activities  I  was  involved  in  were:  discussions  with  the 
Dept.  of  Public  Welfare;  meetings  with  the  N.H.W.S.  &  P.C.C. 
officials;  consultation  with  the  Deerfield  and  Northwood  Con- 
servation Commissions;  collecting  water  samples  for  analysis  by 
the  State  lab;  inspection  of  homes  requesting  foster  children; 
consultation  with  the  Selectmen  regarding  the  operation  of  the 
sanitary  landfill;  and  meetings  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
regarding  various  problems. 

Last  but  by  no  means  least,  the  Selectmen  appointed  Philip 
Bilodeau  assistant  heahh  officer.  Phil  is  well  qualified,  being  a 
sanitary  engineer  with  the  State,  and  I  am  sure  he  will  serve  the 
Town  well.

107  in  the  early  evening  during  the  Spring 
months  of  1978,  enabled  us  in  Deerfield  to  see  the  results  of  the 
Bicentennial  Project.  Beginning  in  May  the  Community  Field  was 
a  scene  of  the  George  B.  White  Softball  team  as  well  as  the  Deer- 
field  League  Program  in  full  swing.  To  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Committee  as  well  as  all  of  the  Deerfield  residents,  this  was  a 
dream  come  true. 

Meanwhile  construction  work  continued  on  the  larger  baseball 
field.  Many  hours  were  spent  on  weekends  loaming,  seeding,  con- 
structing bleaches,  and  building  a  drainage  culvert.  Members  of 
a  CETA  project  built  cement  steps  leading  from  the  parking  lot 
down  to  the  field.  This  has  become'a  valuable  addition  to  our 
complex. 

The  local  well  drillers  dug  and  donated  a  well  which  has  in  ex- 
cess of  10  gallons  per  minutes.  Finally  the  foundation  was  poured 
for  the  shed  and  this  along  with  hooking  up  the  water  and  elec- 
tricity will  be  finished  the  first  thing  in  the  Spring. 

The  Senior  baseball  field  will  be  open  to  all  users  in  the  Spring 
with  the  school  soccor  team  beginning  to  utilize  the  field  in  the 
FaU. 

Now  that  the  Community  Field  is  being  used  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  committee  asks  all  parents  and  people  who  use  the 
complex  to  please  cooperate  by  using  the  steps  and  not  the  bank  in 
going  down  to  the  field  and  also  please  park  all  cars  in  the  parking 
lot  not  along  Rt.  107  or  the  access  road  to  the  field. 

Veasey  Park  under  the  direction  of  chairman  Charles  Osborn, 
Jolene  Smith  and  Jeff  Southmayd  had  another  outstanding  year. 
Summer  swimming  instruction  was  given  to  over  90  youngsters. 
To  Jeff  Southmayd  sincere  thanks  go  for  keeping  the  entire  park 
clean. 

In  closing,  on  behalf  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  committee, 
we  thank  all  those  people  who  came  to  our  assistance  last  year  with 
labor  and  materials.  Thanks  to  these  people  and  all  those  who 
have  assisted  in  the  past,  we  now  have  a  completed  project.  It  has 
been  a  long  hard  struggle  but  we  have  succeeded.  We  dedicate  this 
field  to  the  people  of  Deerfield.  Take  pride  in  it  and  keep  it  in 
prime  shape  for  your  use  and  for  the  use  of  future  generations  as 
well.

1  would  like  to  commend  the  staff  members  for  the  efforts  they 
have  made  in  the  area  of  staff  development  and  in-service 
training.  In  November  1977,  the  Supervisory  Union  #  Staff 
Development  Master  Plan  was  evaluated  by  a  State  Department 
of  Education  team.  The  evaluation  report  that  the  Staff  Develop- 
ment Committee  received  from  the  team  was  quite  positive.  The 
recommendations  that  the  State  Department  of  Education  team 
made  were  considered  as  the  Staff  Development  Committee 
prepared  the  Supervisory  Union  Staff  Development  Master  Plan 
that  will  cover  the  years  1 978- 1 98 1 .  A  great  deal  of  credit  should 
be  given  to  the  various  staff  members  who  have  served  on  the 
Staff  Development  Committee  during  the  last  three  years,  and  I 
would  like  to  give  special  thanks  to  Virginia  Sanborn  and  Elsie 
Fife.  As  I  have  reviewed  the  in-service  training  work  of  the  various 
staff  members,  I  have  been  very  impressed  with  the  many  wor- 
thwhile activities  in  which  they  have  participated. 

The  staff  evaluation  system  that  we  are  presently  utiUzing  is  also 
oriented  toward  professional  improvement.  As  1  have  received 
the  work  that  has  been  done  by  the  principals  and  the  staff 
members  with  whom  they  work  1  have  been  very  impressed  by  the 
efforts  that  have  been  made  to  develop  new  and  better  methods  of 
instruction.  1  have  been  even  more  impressed  by  the  concern  that 
has  been  demonstrated  for  the  welfare  of  the  individual  student. 

Central  New  Hampshire  Educational  Services,  Inc.  continues 
to  provide  essential  diagnostic  services  to  the  pupil  placement 
teams  as  they  carry  out  their  efforts  to  develop  individual  pro- 
grams for  students.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  that  a  major  share 
of  the  revenue  required  to  fund  the  services  provided  by  Central 
New  Hampshire  has  been  provided  by  the  state  and  federal 
government. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Board,  School  Staff 
and  citizens  of  Deerfield  for  all  that  they  have  done  for  the 
students.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SOUTHERN  NEW  HMIPSHIRE  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  is  a 
voluntary  organization  of  local  governments  serving  a  common 
region.  Member  communities  have  many  common  problems 
which  affect  each  other  and  can  more  effectively  be  solved  on  a 
cooperative,  areawide  basis.  Because  of  the  economics  of  scale 
offered  by  areawide  programs,  many  of  these  problems  can  be 
dealth  with  through  the  Commission  at  less  cost  to  the  tax- 
payers. 

The  Commission  is  established  under  state  law  and  its  Board 
is  made  up  of  Commissioners  appointed  by  local  elected  of- 
ficials from  the  member  communities.  These  Commissioners 
control  all  decisions  made  by  the  Commission . . .  decisions  which 
are  voluntarily  implemented  by  the  participating  governments. 

The  Commission  has  accepted  the  challenge  to  look  to  the 
problem  of  coordinating  the  planning,  and  the  development  of 
many  units  of  government  within  the  region.  In  doing  so,  it  does 
not  usurp  the  function  of  the  local  planning  boards,  rather  it 
supplements  their  work  and  efforts  by  serving  as  a  "clear- 
inghouse' '  agency,  or  a  "ready  alert' '  group  that  can  warn  Local 
units  of  impending  problems  for  all  which  may  flow  from  a  deci- 
sion of  a  single  municipality,  the  state  or  the  federal  govern- 
ment. We  can  provide  advice  on  how  a  common  problem  might 
be  met  through  joint  action. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Commission  published  three  major 
documents  of  areawide  significance.  The  Land  Use  Plan  2000, 
Southern  New  Hampshire  Subregion  and  A  Housing  Plan  For 
The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Subregion  have  been,  and  will 
continue  to  be  important  references  and  resource  materials  for 
communities  wrestling  with  growth  and  development  problems. 

A  Rural  Transit  Development  Program  For  The  Southern 
New  Hampshire  Subregion,  published  in  September,  could 
result  in  substantial  savings  for  participating  school  districts 
that  are  currently  paying  dearly  for  special  student  transport  ser- 
vices. This  program  is  also  designed  to  extend  transit  service  to 
the  rural  transportation-disadvantages,  particularly  the  elderly 
and  the  handicapped. 

The  main  activity  of  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning 
Commission  in  Deerfield  during  the  past  year  has  been  the 
preparation  of  the  Energy  Impact  Master  Plan  Study.  SNHPC 
staff  has  compiled  inventories  regarding  the  Town  history, 
natural  features,  population,  economic  base,  community 
facilities  and  transportation  systems.  In  addition  the  existing 
land  use  map  has  been  updated  through  the  use  of  aerial 
photographs  and  extensive  field  work. 

To  ensure  citizen  input  into  the  formation  of  the  plan, 
SNHPC  staff  has  worked  with  the  Deerfield  Citizen's  Advisory 
Group  which  was  appointed  by  the  Deerfield  Selectmen.  The 
CAG  is  composed  of  town  residents  who  have  received  the  draft 
sections  of  the  plan  and  provided  a  sounding  board  for  the 
various  plan  proposals. 

To  provide  an  opportunity  for  all  residents  to  express  their 
views  on  Deerfield's  future,  an  extensive  community  planning 
questionnaire  was  distributed.  The  results  of  the  questionnaire 
provided  insight  into  the  concerns  of  Deerfield's  residents  and 
helped  formulate  the  plan  recommendations. 

The  estimated  completion  date  of  the  Master  Plan  is  the  end 
of  March  of  this  year. 

Direct  Local  Assistance  Services 

In  addition  to  the  work  performed  under  the  Master  Plan 
Contract,  a  representative  sampling  of  other  staff  services  pro- 
vided to  the  town  of  Deerfield  during  the  year  includes: 

•  Provided  Town  officials  with  information  regarding  the 
Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series,  a  Capital  Improvements 
Program  seminar,  and  the  Commission-sponsored  Com- 
munity Development  Block  Grant,  Small  Cities  Program 
Workshop; 

•  Prepared  the  Town's  community  Development  Block 
Grant  preapplication  and  assisted  at  the  public  hearings  at 


the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen; 

•  Assisted  the  Planning  Board  with  the  preparation  of  pro- 
posed amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance; 

•  Represented  the  Town  in  negotiations  with  the  New 
Hampshire  Air  Pollution  Control  Agency  to  obtain  an  ex- 
tension of  the  open  burning  deadline; 

•  Provided  information  and  technical  services  on  solid 
waste  recycling  programs; 

•  Researched  work  on  town  requests  for  information  on 
various  state  and  federal  programs. 

•  Took  the  sUde  photographs  used  to  support  the  Town's 
successful  grant  request  in  the  amount  of  $500.  funded  by 
the  National  Trust  for  Historic  Preservation. 

During  the  coming  year  the  SNHPC  staff  hopes  to  continue 
working  with  the  Town  of  Deerfield  in  providing  needed 
technical  assistance.  A  main  objective  of  the  commission  will  be 
to  aid  the  Town  in  implementing  any  phases  of  the  Master  Plan 
which  are  adopted.
